10, 2008 is acknowledged. Applicants have cancelled claim 40 without prejudice. 
Claims 57-59 are new. Claims 39, 41-59 are present for examination. 

All objections and rejections are hereby withdrawn.

Reason for Allowance 

A genetically engineered Pichia strain, wherein the genomic 0CH1 gene 
of said strain is disrupted and wherein said strain is specifically engineered to 
express a Trichoderma reesei a-l,2-mannosidase or an enzymatically active part 
thereof, an N-acetylglucosaminyltransferase I (GnTI) or an enzymatically active 
part thereof, and a (3-1 ,4-gatactosyltransferase (GalT) or an enzymatically active 
part thereof is not disclosed in the prior art. The closest prior art is by Gerngross 
et al. (US 7,029,872) in view of Gontreras et al (US 7,252,933). Gerengross et 
al's disclosure comprises a generic embodiment of genetically engineered cells 
comprising enzymes with a-l, 2-mannosidase, glucosyltransferase, 
fucosyltransferase, galactosyltransferase, sialyltransferases etc. However 
Gerengross et al do not teach or suggest using an a-l,2-mannosidase from the 
specific Trichoderma species, Trichoderma reesei. 

Gontreras et al teach use of Trichoderma reesei a-l, 2-mannosidase and 
N-acetylglucosaminyltransferase I (GnTI) or an enzymatically active part thereof. 
However Gontreras et al's do not teach a strain that further comprises a (5-1 ,4- 
gatactosyltransferase (GalT) or an enzymatically active part thereof. No 
motivation could be found to combine the teaching of Gerengross and Gontreras 
et al. Therefore a strain specifically comprising an a-l,2-mannosidase from the 
specific Trichoderma species, Trichoderma reesei further comprising an N- 
acetylglucosaminyltransferase I (GnTI) or an enzymatically active part thereof. 
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and a |3-1 ,4-gatactosyltransferase (GalT) or an enzymatically active part tliereof 
is not anticipated or obvious.
